Taxes Will Caution 


Washington Crowd 


A dispatch from Hot Springs 


where the County Assessors asso 
elation met yesterday informs us 
«that they have adopted a uniforrr 


't "schedule of valuations that "woult 


increase taxes on household anc 
industrial equipment by 100 to 500 
per cent." 


Heretofore the only uniform as 
sossment schedule 
has been on 


automobiles; but now the assessors 
propose a definite schedule on 2 
items covering pcrson/jl propcrt; 
in the home, store, industry, and 
on the farm. 
For instance, the avrragc Arkan 
sas home's furniture is now as 


•a "sesscd at $60. Under chc new schcd 
L''"'*ule the furniture of a five-room 
house, furnished new 
in 1949, 


Would be assessed at ?675. Six- 
year-old furniture vyould total $400; 
and at 10 years its 
assessment 


would be $170. 
On the other hand, assessments 


would be reduced on automobiles. 
The assessors' action is going to 


produce controversy, of course. But 
in all fairness to the men who have 
to administer local government it 
must be said that the 
people's 


apathy to confiscatory federal tax- 
S>:s is a direct invitation to local 
government to try to get a reas 
enable share of the increase in the 
total tax bill. 
The cold facts arc, of course, that 
the federal government has stolen 
practically 100 per cent of the total 
tax "take." Nor do the people 
seem to have much inclination to do 
anything about it. 
Perhaps this action by the county 
assessors will wake folks up. In the 
normal course of events the fed-' 
eral government would have back- 
,ed down from its war-time tax 
frate and given local government a 
chance to repair its own financial 
fortunes. But there has been no 
such voluntary action by the fed- 
eral people. It looks now as though 
the only way we are going to get 
the federal heel off pur collective 
necks is by the peculiar procedure 
of raising local taxes until the tax- 
payers' outraged yells make them- 
selves heard in Washington.
